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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

Applicant amended the claims and argued: 

The independent claims 1, 2, 3 and 30 have been amended to more clearly distinguish over the Morita 
reference and the Jensen reference which neither alone, or in combination teach both ceasing the 
production of ozone and passing the cleaning gas through the ozone generator. 

Claims 7, 19, 20, 21, and 28 have been re-written as independent claims, and based on the Examiner's 
comments should now be allowable. 

With respect to new claim 35 it is submitted that none of the prior art teaches the specific temperature rar 
claimed. 

All the remaining claims are either allowed or are dependent upon one or more of the other claims 
referenced above and accordingly, it is submitted they are also patentable over the prior art. 

No new matter has been added by any of the foregoing amendments. 

Claims 17, 18, and 29 were previously indicated as allowable, the amendment to form of claim 
18 (insertion of the definite article "the") is believed to still be allowable for the reasons 
indicated in the last Official action. 

As to claims 7-16, 30-35 Applicant has not amended the claims to include the previously 
indicated allowable subject matter but has argued that an added limitation is not taught in the 
prior art of record. The argument is deemed credible and is accepted. Claims 7-16 are thus 
allowable. 
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Claims 19-21 and 27 appear to include the limitations of claim 1 and as such are allowable for 
the reasons of record. This Examiner would appreciate it if Applicant would provide some 
commentary as to what amendments are being made even if the reasons therefor are not 
provided. Claims 22-26 depend from allowable claims and as such are allowable.
